Then ſaid Achilles to Thelepus, What moveth thee to pity our mortal BEuemy, 
that is come to aſſail us with ſo great Fury?

When Agamemnon knew of this offer, he went haſtily unto the Tent of 4- 
jiles with a great Company of Noblemen, who in no wiſe would accord to- 
his Battle, ſaying, That they ſhould not ſubmit the Strength of ſo many No- 
les under one Man: And the Trojans faid in like Manner, ſave only K. Pria- 
that would gladly agree for the great Strength he found in his Son He- 
tor. Thus was the Fight broken, and Hector departed and went away to Troy. + 
When Troilus knew that Briſaida ſhonld be ſent to her Father, he made great 
brrow, for ſhe was his ſovereign Lady of Love: In likewiſe Briſaida loved 
arneſtly Treylus, and made alſo the greateſt Sorrow of the World to leave her 
ereign Lord in Love: There was never ſo much ſorrow between two Low- 
rs; at their departing.

Every one ſaid, that from henceforth they had loſt all their hope; thus they 
lamented long with extream Grief : The nobleſt Kings and Princes carried the 
Body unto the Palace of Alion. When King. Priamus ſaw him, he fell down 
in a Swoon upon the Body, that they were conſtrained to take him away by 
force; and all his Brethren made great Lamentations. What might Men fay 
of the ſorrow the Queen his Mother made, and afterwards his Siſter > d what 
forrow made his Wife: There can none expreſs their feveral Griefs. And for- 
aſmuch as the Body might not long endure without Corruption, King--Priamy 
took Counſel of all his Phyſicians, how they might keep and preſerve the B50 
dy of Hector: Then he cauſed to be made, by their Advice and Counſel, a rich 


a rich Tabernacle of Gold and precious Stones; and on the four Corners of 
the Tabernacle -were four Images of Gold like Angels; and. above the. Taber⸗ 
necle there was a wonderful great Image, that was made after the Semblance 
of Heſtor, and had the Viſage towards the Greeks, and held a naked Sword, 
with which he menaced them: There was in the midſt of the Tabernacle.z 


clad in Robes, and ſtood upon his Feet, and might endure a long time in this 
wiſe without Corruption, by a certain device:that the Makers had ſet om the 
Head of Hector: to wit, a Veſſel that had a hole in the- Bottom fulkof fine 
Balm, that diſtilled and dropped into his Head, and ſpread down into all the 
ports of the Body, as well within as without, and they often filled the Veſſel 
with Balm. Thus the Body did not impair for the great vertue of this Balm. 
All the People that deſired to ſee Hector ſaw him as perfectly as if. he lived. 
To this Sepulchre the ſame Maſters made a Lamp of fine Gold, burning conti- 
nually without going out, and afterward they made a cloſure, that no Man 
ſhould approach unto this Tabernacle without Licenſe. In this Temple King 
Friamus ordained great plenty of Prieſts to pray unto their Gods without cea- 
er his Son Hector, and gave to them good Rents. e 
ong theſe things King Agamemnon aſſembled all the Kings and Princes of 
his Hoſt, and ſaid unto them, Worthy Kings; Princes and Barons, we ought to ren- 
der thanks to the Gods with devout Hearts, that have ſuffered our couragious Ent- 
my Hector to be - flain' by. the hand of Achilles? for whilſt he lived we had 10 
hape to overcome our Enemies. What may the Trojans from henceforth hope for, 
but. only their Querthrow.? And we may hope in a ſhort time for a Victory over them 
and theirs: Foraſmuch as Achilles is grievonſly hurt, and may not go to Battle; if 
Je think good, while that he may be healed, and the other alſo that be hurt, (of whom 
we have many, and alſo to bury the dead Bodies) we will ſend to King Priamus for 
to have Truce for two Months. The Council liked them, and they ſent to King 
Priamus for a Truce, and he agreed thereto. I

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ind Men, that reſiſted the Trojans; with them was King Tbelamon-Aj ax, that 
irefſed him againſt Eufronins, one of the Baſtards of King-Priamms, and fmote 
m dead to the Ground in the fight of Berphobus, who in a great rage ran 
on Thelamon-and wounded him. When Palamedes ſaw this, he took a Spear 
ran at Deiphobiis, and ſmote him in the Breaſt, that the Spear entred and 
roke above in the Body of Deipbobus. When Paris ſaw his Brother wound- 
do Death, he led him to the Gate of the City, and appointed his Men to 
xp him. As Deiphobus opened his Eyes, and ſaw his Brother Paris, he ſaid: ' 
ut her, let me not fall without revenging my Death, ere this Spear be taken out of 
Body, that thou- wilt revenge me on him that hath ſlain me. — him 
do his beſt; and returning into the Battle, ſaid in himſelf, that he deſired 
live no longer but till had revenged the Death of his Brother - And ſeeking 
lamedes, he found him in a Battle with King Sarpedon, and Palamedes defen

F his Shoulder from his Body; then Sarpedon fell down dead. . 
Paris ſeeing the great Damage that Palamedes did to them, Wo with his 
pweſs. had put the T#ojans to flight, he bent a ſtrong Bow, and aiming. well 
Palamedes, ſhot at him an envenomed Arrow, and ſmote him in the Throat, 
d cut in two the maſter vein and Palamedes fell dead to the Earth, for whoſe - 
ith the Greeks made great Sorrow, and left the Battle, and went unto their 
ents, and there held a Parley againſt the Trojans, and defended them ftrongs-.

An 
then Ulyſſes ſaid unto him: Sir Achilles, Was it not by your agreement, an 
alſo ours, that this Hoſt left their Country: and now ye are come upon Ki 
Priamus, and have deſtroyed him and his by force of Arms?

Then King Pri, 
mus demanded Truce, and it-was granted by the Greeks; during which time 
they buried the Bodies of Treylus and King Menon honourably. The Queen coulc

| ſhe might be revenged on Achilles, that had thus ſlain her Sons. Then ſhe cal 
led Paris, and weeping, ſaid unto him ſecretly theſe Words; Dear Son, tho 
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lid becauſe he hath flain them by Treaſon, I think it juſt Reward, that be ſhould fal 
in the ſame manner, and I will tell thee how it ſhall be done : The unhappy Man bath 
nany times required me to bave-Polixena for his Wife, and 1 have given to him good- 
hype thereof ; I have purpoſed to ſend to bim the Keeper of my Signet, to bid him 
neet me in the Temple of Apollo; and I defire thee Son, to lie in wait with a Con- 
ny of Knights, and when be ſhall enter therein, ye may run _ him, and ſlay 
Wim, and be ſure be eſcape not with Life. Paris made anſwer, that he would do 
this thing as ſhe had deviſed. Thereupon he afſembled twenty Knights, in 
yhom he had great Confidence, and went forth into the Temple of Apollo.
